Questions A ssem bly’s Power.

In brief, they are as follows:

Independent Voter Overlooked. 


That no provision is made in the act 
to enable the electors to vote for or 
against each proposed change sepa­ 
rately, as required by. the constitution, 
but the elector will be required to vote 
•ither for or against tho entire pro­ 
posed new instrument as a whole, if 
he votes concerning it all. 
That while the act provides political 
parties may declare for or against the 
adoption of the proposed constitution 
in their own state conventions, no 
provision is made whereby a voter 
whose party may have declared in fa­ 
vor of the adoption of the instrument 
may vote against Its adoption, and 
vice versa.

to the electors, but that is left to be j 
proposed by the state board of election
